Mathis also gotimtouch with the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion in Fort Lauderdale and 
obtained another set of three 
frequencies not in use «and sent 
those up to Tallahdssee after 
monitoring the frequencies for 
several days to see if interference 
came through on them. 

Mayor Tommy Altman suggest- 
ed that the city await 
the new police 
frequency is assi 
missioner Kenneth Haj 
ham radio operator, 
could be built. but the crystals 
installed after the change, if any, is 
made. He said this would allow the 
radios to be put into operation 
shortly after the change rather 
than waiting on the radios to be 
built. Harris also said he had 
bought batteries for his radios that 
were cheaper than the state bid 
price on the batteries for the 
portables.

There isn't an inmate here who wouldn't rather be some 
place else. 

Tlere's no honor, no prestige, no privilege to being in , 
prison. 

And in our desire to be elsewhere, sometimes we lose per- 
spective. We forget we'ré here because the courts have sent 
us here for punishment and, hopefully, rehabilitation. 

We weren't sent here because society wanted to favor us, 
or provide us with great comfort and luxury. 

And when we are frustrated by the little things that irritate 
us, such as food not to our liking, or a lack of air conditioning, 
or an officer who stands between us and what we.want to do, 
we often feel as if we're being treated poorly, forgetting the 
judge who sent us*here didn’t promise that we'd like it. 

But if we maintain at least some perspective, it might help - 
us to survive those moments when we feel the most annoy- 
ance, depression or anger. 

To help us gain and keep our perspective, we should con- 
sider what it must have been like to be a Prisoner of War. To 
face daily beatings, near-starvation, endless months or years 
with no idea when one would be released, or if one could stay 
alive until that day. To live where medical treatmefit was non-^ 
existent and letters from home were infrequent and a package 
even once a year -was a dreamed-of special occasion. 

In the face of such deprivation, a complaint about an occa- 
sional serving of cold bologna for lunch looks pretty small. 

There are prisons outside the fences that can help us keep 
our perspective, too. Such as the nursing homes filled with 
forgotten and often helpless old folks whose families never 
visit, call or write. Or the orphanages where innocent kids 
never know the joy of a. dad's hug or the warmth of a: mom's 
comforting kiss. 

There's the prison of illness, too; for the invalid confined to 
an iron lung or a wheelchair, whose every comfort depends on 
the charity of someone else. i 

As much as we dislike being here, we do have access to a 


. "School program, a library; a medical department, a dental of- 


fice, color TV, three hot meals every day; free smokes, free 
postage, clean laundry and bed linens, regular worship 
opportunities, and even a method by which we can file formal 
complaints against our keepers or conditions. ` 

This is not to say we wouldn't be better off elsewhere... 
we'd all prefer to be liome. à 

But éven the unhappiest of us, if he’s thoughtful and sin- 
cere, can think of places that are worse...much worse. So next 
time you're feeling sorry for yourself, remember to put things

Frequency allocations aren't supposed to be less than 75 
miles apart, but South Dade's system was beamed northward 
and equipped with relays, which causes transmissions from 
that area to be heard as clearly as the patrol car down the 


street. 


Chief Mathis said-attempts had been made to have the di- 
vision change the Belle Glade frequency to one that will not 
be interrupted, but as yet little has been accomplished. 


einstead of giving the city options of available frequencies, 
the division told Mathis.it was up.to him to submit frequency 
requests to them and they will decide which the city, if any, 
shall be changed to. 

Mathis prepared a list of five frequencies he thought were 
“‘open’’ but the division sent two of them back, saying both 
were taken up by stations within 75 miles. He is still awaiting 
word on the other three. 

Inthe meantime, he again sat down and began figuring out 
frequencies. For two days, the police department worked at 
finding three more that would be acceptable. For three more 
days, they monitored these frequencies to determine ‘if they 
would get interference. There was none on two and a little on 


the other. 


These three new requests are being sent to Tallahassee. 

Mathis said the Federal Communications Commission of- 
fice in Tallahassee told him they were acceptable, but said it 
was up to the division to allocate the frequency to Belle Glade. 

Nobody knows when or if the division will'give the city a 
new frequency. Or how much time it will take to ‘‘swap over’’ 
when a new frequency is granted. 

In the meantime, the local police department will continue 
to be interrupted, a dangerous thing for both officers and the 


general public. 


As Mayor Tom Altman said, ''If it weren't so hazardous, 
we could be content to shuffle papers; but we can’t.”

Deed restrictions changed 


BELLE GLADE-Restrictions in 
the contracts of prospective buy- 
ers of lots in Sugar Subdivision 
were altered Monday night in a 
special city commission meeting to 
allow buyers more time to pay for 
the lots and to build homes. 

Commissioner Bill Grear said 
people who were interested in 
purchasing ^ne of the remaining 
lots had told him the present con- 
tract of 90 days in which to pay for 
the lot and one year to build their 
home was not enough time. 

Grear said he felt the 90-day lot 
purchase restriction would be 
acceptable, but suggested the 
board extend. the home-building 
restriction to three years. ~_-— 

Commissioner Ralph Kir! 
agreed, saying he had always con- 
tended the city had not allowed 

gh time and suggesting a one- 

year period for lot purchase. 

Mayor Tommy Altman told the 
commission the restrictions’ were 
imposed in order to keep specu- 
lators from purchasing lots as in- 
vestments and. board attorney 
John.Baker agreed, saying U.S. 
Sugar, who made the land avail- 
able, intended the property to be 
used for qüality housing. 

Baker noted that when the por- 
tion of the subdivision in question 
was first brought up, there was 
"no property available" inside the 
city on which to build. 

Baker said.the 90-day period 
between the required $600 down 
payment to date the balance was 
due was felt at that time to be an 
adequate amount of time for 
buyers to obtain financing. 

He said the contracts could be 
changed to give the buyers any 
amount of time, but warned 
against placing a "buy-back" clause 
in the deed as lending institutions 
would want to have the city re- 
lease this clause before they would 
finance lot purchases. 

The commission finally approved 
a one-year period from the date of 
the down payment for the payment 
of the balance due on the lot and an 
additional two years in which to 
construct a home. 

Baker is to draft a resolution 
'amending the purchase contracts 
to refléct the new restrictions. 

In other business dealings with 
Sugar Subdivision, the board 
agreed to amend the square foot- 
age restriction of houses to include 
rather than exclude carporfs or 
garages in the minimum of 1,200 
squáre feet. 

Altman said he had been ap 
* proached by people in the area who 

felt 1,200 square feet was too much 
and that in building a home that 
large, some quality aspects of the 
house may be deleted at the ex- 
pense of footage. 

The suggestion to include car- 
ports and garages in the minimum 
requirement was made by Kirk 

and quickly agreed to by the rest o 
of the commission. 

'The type of construction was 
next on the agenda, and the city 
officials also solved that problem in 
short order. 

Commissioner Grear had been 
opposed to houses of wood frame 
construction and Mayor Altman 
had'felt quality wood homes would 
not be a detriment to the neigh- 
borhood. 

The compromise reached, with 
Altman voting against, will include 
all homes meeting Southern Stan- 
dard Building Codes except those

The Rev. Guldmar Blair. of 
Community United Methodist 
Church, an amateur beekeeper, 
appeared before the commission 
Monday to. complain that spray 
being-spead by Howard Barker of 
Ag-Air to kill mosquitoes was also 
killing large numbers of his bees. 

To drive his point home, Rev. 
Blair donated a rack of raw honey 
to the board members and told 
them a third of his bees had been 
killed last Wednesday morning 
when Barker made his mosquito 
run.
